This 
damp heat destroys all vaceria life: 
that might possibly exist in the hair, 
and also fixes the curl, and the ropes 
are hung up to cool for three days. 

The inferior. qualities are then un- 
twisted and ¢arded by machinery 
while the good qualities are opened 
out and carefully hand-carded, 

The very finest grades cost. up to 
$1.76 a 1b. wholesale, and as it takes 
about forty pounds of hair to make 
a full-sized mattress, it ‘will be seen 
that the cost to the ordinary individ 
ual is rather prohibitive. The late 
Queen Victoria was very partial to 
horse-hair mattresses, and always in- 
sisted upon baving the best quality of 
white horsg-hair. 

The longest tailé come from China 
and Russia.: These are first disinfect- 
ed, then they are dipped in a bath of 
soft soap and soda, after which they 
are wet hackled to get out all the 
short fur. The sorted. hairs are dry 
carded, being piled up on a board stud- 
ded with long pins, and drawn from 
the two ends between an old razor 
— the thumb to lengths of five inch-

A Watch In a Pearl,

Its 
Siameter was fourteen and a balf mil- 
meters or slightly more than balf an 
inch. The watch is eleven and a balf 
millimeters or forty-five one-hundredths 
of an finch tn diameter and bas a com- 
pensating balance of five-twelfths of 
an inch caliber, It may seem strange, 
but the maker says the most difficult 
part of the. work was boring the hole 
in which the watch was to be inserted 
In. the pearl.

All forms of sweets, from stewed 
prunes to souffies, can be cooked in 
paper bags with equa! success, and 
milk rolls can be prepared in fifteen 
minotes, 


Cottage Cheese, 

Cottage cheese is so easily made at 
home when there js sufficient milk chat 
it is a pity more housekeepers do not 
make it an item on the bill of fare. It 
requires merely standing on the back 
of the store the panfu! of sour milk 
until the watery fuid or whey rises te 
the top; then cover a sieve with a 
clean cloth, pour the whey and curds 
upon it, knot the ends of the cloth 
to form a bag and hang where the 
whey can drip out for two hours or 
more. When the dripping ceascs turn 
the curds into a bowl, add’a little salt, 
a tablespoonfal of butter and a little 
sweet cream if convenient, stirring the 
whole together with a fork. Make inte 
little balls and keep wrapped in clean 
cheesecloth tm a cool place. Onions, 
chives or sage may be added to the 
cheese at serving time. A spoonful of 
sweet cream is a great improvement, 

For scalloped cheese cut slices of 
bread, trimming off the crust; butter 
and put a layet in the casserole or 
earthenware baking dish, sprinkle with 
grated dairy cheese and a little salt 
and pepper. Repeat until! the dish ts 
full, finishing with a layer of grated 
Lueéees= peat TOUF eEgD WItD Luree cup 
fuls of milk and pour over, then bake 
brown in @ hot oven and serve hot. 


Apple Pudding. 

Cover the bottom of a buttered put 
Ming disb. with a layer of fine breaé 
crumbs dotted: with bits’. of-- butter. 
Spread with a layer of thinly sliced ap 
ple seasoned with a sprinkling of lemos 
juice and a grating of nutmeg. Put & 
alternate layers of apple and crumlé, 
making the top layer crumbs. Cover 
and set in the oven until the apple is 
Dearly Gone, then uncover and brown. 
Serve with whipped cream that Is fla 
vored and sweetened. — 3 


‘Tomato Bouillon, 

Take a clear meat. bouillon, beef pre 
ferred, and when it is done strain inte 
it a clear essence of tomato, This 19 
obtained by boiling tomatoes until! they 
are tender without being mushy and 
straining the juice through a cloth. 
Govern the amount of tomato juice 
added to the bouillon by the desired 
strength of the broth. Season to taste — 
and serve very hot. A dash of cayenne 
pepper adds to the value of the bouil- 
lon as an appetizer. 


Fish Cakes. 

Pick the cooked Osb apart, belng care 
ful to free it entirely of bones. Reject 
the skin. Add tothe shredded flesh 
balf Its amount of dried breadcrumbs 
and season to taste, Moisten with 
enough milk to allow the mixture te 
be molded into cakes and stir in an egg. 
Form into cakes about two inches in 
Alameter and half an inch thick.
